THE TELEPHONE PROBLEM 

The improvement and extension of 
che telephone system will require 
‘solution at the hands of the city 
council for 1906. The matter has re- 
ceived some attention from the ald- 
ermen during the present year but 
no definite line of action bas been 
decide? upon and the question will 
be handed forward practically an 
‘open one for the consideration of 
their successors. 

The moral to be drawn from the 
present and prospective expansion of 
the city’s commercial interests is that 
this solution should not be unnecess- 
arily delayed. Asa factor in the life 
of the business community the tele- 
phone system has long been recog- 
nized in Edmonton as of vital import- 
ance. By facflitating the discharge of 
business the system has contributed, 
in no small degree to the develop- 
ment of business enterprises and the 
increase of the city’s commerce. With 
the rapid growth of the city now 
taking place and the consequent ex- 
pansion along every line of commercial 
activity the sphere of the system as 
a local utility is broadening daily and 
to meet this larger opportunity it 
will be necessary during the coming 
year to make very considerable ex- 
tensions of the system within the 
city. These extensions will involve 
the expenditure of a large amount 
of money and should if possible in 
the interests of economy be so made 
that any future change found nee- 
essary {n the nature of the system! 
will not renéer them vaiuciess or in- 
efficient. 

But It is felt that the telephone 
system can become more than a con- 


venient channel for the discharge of 
focal ‘business; that it can be mada 
an active factor in the creation and 
direction of the district trade which 
is the hope of th» local whoiesaler 
aud in a measure oj the  ousiness 
community generally. To enxble it 


to play thfs part it is generaliy con- 
ceded necessary to ‘“‘scandardize” the 
system, thet direct connection may 
be :fe between local instruments 
on is and connecting 
Th: yroposal has also been made to 
abolish the present “manual” method 
ol operation by the installation of 
an automaific system. These changes 
fj: 3 understood, would involve the 
‘nditure of a targe sum and would 
~> radfcaf,in nature that the pres- 
system jvould be practically re- 


systems.

»he eity therefore is confronted 
wich the pressing necessity of making

Economy and ef- 
ficiency demand that the latter prob- 
lem be first solved and the new coun- 
cil should direct their attention to 
the matter early in the year.
